The melancholy that 
must cling round such a ceremony as that of 
yesterday was brightened by the exceeding 
aracefulness of the speeches that were made to 
and by Sir Hiram, speeches that were evident:

slightest jarring note, and the tona of which 
will be echoed hy all in the East who know 
Sir Hiram, Warm-hearted, kind, courteous,
